Senator Lincoln Hulley, alleged rep- 


resentative of the people of Volusia 
county in the higher legislative body, 
bias cinched his position as president 
•of Setson University, from which he 
is little likely to roam another term, 
by his childish and damaging actions 
before that body the last two days of 
the session. • The people whom Hul- 
ley is supposed to represent have 
long desired the right to join with 
the people of Seminole county in the 
bildiirg of a bridge over the St. Johns 
river at Osteen Ferry. The county 
commissioners 
of the two counties 


affected passed favorable on the plan 
some weeks ago. It was necessary to 
go before the legislature to complete 
the transaction. The bill was intro- 
duced in the house by Representative 
Howard G. Putnam of this county and 
Representative Foster of Seminole 
county, and every measure of the bill 
passed the house favorably. 


When it reached the senate, Hulley, 


tied so tightly to the strings which 
control the toll bridges, waged a fight 
which he feared was a losing one. So 
he selected the only way to kill the 
bill—a filibuster—the childish effort 
to talk the bill to death by delaying 
all work of the senate until time for 
adjournment. 


The efforts of Hulley to disregard 


the will of the people were brought 
about because there is a bridge across 
Use St. Johns within eight miles ot 
the proposed bridge, owned by a toll 
company, on- which toll is charged. 
The bridge it is proposed to build 
wfeuld^be^ free' otf£""Xi»a«totty"ft 
was to defend the toll bridge that 
Senator Hulley fought, though he in- 
jected so much discussion of Volusia 
county politics into the situation that 
it was hard for anyone to tell the exact 
location, Volusia county politics be- 
ing more difficult to understand than 
Einstein's theory 
of relativity, 
as 


Worthington, legislature 
correspon- 


dent, puts it. 


Senator Overstreet of Orlando called 


the bill up when his district was called 
and tried to get it passed Hulley ot- 
fered an amendment that would striKe 
out the words "Volusia county." This 
would have left the bridge without a 
landing place, and was voted down by 
the senate, 14 to 7. Then he offered an- 
other to strike out the power to buy 
the script, which also would have kill- 
ed the measure. On this he announced 
that he proposed to debate the ques- 
tion at unlimited length, warning the 
senate that it might take him several 
hours to get through. Since time was 
extrtmely limited and there were many 
important measures to pass, the an- 
nouncement was not received with 
cheers. 


He went into a complete exposition 


of the affair, reading from minutes of 
the county board, Volusia county news- 
papers, etc., and evincing every ability 
to stay on his feet indefinitely. This 
was continued through the afternoon 
and evening. 


At the session the next morning 


President MacWilliams put Senator 
Wells in the chair and took the floor, 
and a sharp clash occurred in an ef- 
fort on the" part of Senator MacWil- 
liams to get the floor, which he finally 
gave up. 


Senator Hulley continued his fiili- 


buster until there was no possible 
chance for the senate to pass the bill. 


Volusia county is ashamed of its 


representative in the senate. 
That 


a man who aspired to the highest o£- 
fiice within the power of the people to 
grant—the governor's chair—should 
stoop to the tactics which Hulley has, 
in those two days, in an effort to dis- 
regard the will of a majority of peo- 
ple, in the interests of the few mon- 
eyed men who control him, is greatly 
regretted by the people who were re-

FIU UP OTHER ONE 


PROPOSITION IS ADVANCED TO 


CONNECT THE TWO AND MAKE 


SOUTH CANAL CARRY ALL THE 


WATER. 


That tbe north and south canals can 


be connected just west of tbe city 
limits and 'that all water draining 
from the 
hammock into the north 


canal can be diverted into tbe south 
canal and the north, canal filled up 
Instead of having to be walled and 
covered, is a proposition 
that 
has 


been submitted to the city commis 
sioners and by Mayor Gaddls submit- 
ted to the board of trade. 


The proposition was taken up for 


discussion at the regular meeting of 
the board of trade Monday night and 
R. B. F. Roper, who is probably as 
well informed on land levels and the 
character of the soil in this vicinity 
as any man, says the plan is both 
feasible and sensible. 
Mr. Roper 


explained to the members of the board 
of trade present at the meeting that 
a ditch can be dug connecting the two 
canals and that all the water now 
draining to the 
river 
through the 


canal running along Canal street can 
be diverted to the south canal, which 
s plenty large enough to handle the 
flow now taken care of by both canals. 


City Manager Patton and Mr. Roper 


will make a thorough investigation of 
the matter to determine just what can 
be done 
in this matter and what 


steps should be taken to have it done, 
f it proves a feasible plan, a re- 
port will be made to the city com- 
mission and the board of trade. 


If the special act passed at the 


•ecent session of the state legislature 
or the creation of the Turnbull Ham- 
mock drainage district is taken ad- 
vantage of by the land owners in that 
district and the drainage district is 
created and completed, this will be an- 
other means of carrying the surplus 
water out of the big hammock west 
of the city, and practically all of the 
water that now comes through the 
north 
canal will be carried away 


through the drainage ditches. In this 
event the north canal would be prac- 
ically dry during tbe most of the 
rear. 
If the ditch could e dug to 


divert what water would flow through 
he north canal, following heavy rains, 
nto the south canal, the canal down 
Qanal street wouht'toe, dry asd useless 
it all seasons. 


Under such conditions, it is contend- 


ed by some, the canal might as well be 
filled up and smoothed over and the 
necessity for walling and covering it 
with cement would be done away with 
and a continuous sidewalk could then 
be laid along the north side of Canal 
itreet. This would eliminate the con- 
inuous annoyance to which the city 
government has always been put in 
teepmg the canal cleaned and in a 
ianitary condition.

Claiming Out tbe six toll bridges in 


tbe eastern part of the county con- 
necting tb» mainland and the penin- 
sula rightfully belong to Voluste 
county as a portion of the highways ol 
the county, and that it is illegal to 
charge 
toll on these bridges, the 


board ot 
county commissioners in 


session in DeLand yesterday con- 
sidered facts which may start legal 
action to take over these bridges from 
the private companies owning them. 
The six bridges are the New Smyrna 
Coronado bridge, the Port Orange 
bridge, the three wooden bridges at 
Daytona and the Onnond bridge 


According to the opinion of a num- 


ter of lawyers Florida statutes tor- 
aid the granting of franchises for toll 
bridges for a longer period than 10 
years. All of the bridges mentioned 
lave been operating for a longer time 
:han that, some of thfem for 20 years. 
!t is contended that the action of a 
former board 
of commissioners in 


?ranting an extension of 10 years to 
the private companies owning the 
bridges, is illegal and that the bridge 
ightfully 
belongs 
to 
the county. 


Although the Florida state supreme 
:ourt has not passed on this matter, 
-he supreme courts of other states 
having similar statutes have ruled 
that, at the expiration of the fran- 
:hiaes the bridges revert to the peo- 
ple as a part of the public highways. 


The matter may be taken to the 


state supreme court in a quo warranto 
proceeding, and this will mean car- 
rying six distinct suits to the supreme 
court in efforts to take over, as soon 
as possible, all the wooden briises 
on the east side of the county. 


If the matter is taken to the supreme 


court&tt will be handled by Gardiner 
t Brass and A. O. Hamlin, attorneys 
tor the county board, and the de- 
cision in the matter will have a far 
reaching effect. 
If the case of tbe 


people is successful it will mean that 
every toll bridge in the state will be 
iffected, if they have been operated 
onger than the 10 years period. 


It is understood the board of county 


jommisstottes..have-been, givjng this 
matter much thought and study for 
ome time, but did not plan to have 
he matter become public until the 
board was ready for definite action. 


The contemptible action of Sen» 


ator Hulley in the closing days of the 
egislature has helped to arouse the 
people to a demand for their rights 
and the taxpayers of the county will 
land behind the county board in an 
effort to do away with toll bridges on 
both sides of the county.

DIES IN CHARLESTON 


HAD GONE NORTH FOR SHORT 


VACATION ANO REST AND SUB- 


MITTED TO A SERIOUS OPER 


ATION. 


The many friends of Archdeacon 


W. H. Cresson in New Smyrna and 
vicinity, esiweiaUr the* members • of 
Grace Episcopal church, were shocked 
and grieved to- learn of the sudden 
death- of tbe beloved Archdeacon at 
Charleston, S. C., Tuesday morning, 
while in that city on a short vacation 
visit. 


The late Archdeacon was perhaps 


as widely known on the East Coast 
as any man, he having resided here 
for at least 30 years, all of which 
time was devoted to the work of the 
Episcopal churches on the coast, in 
which he rose from layman reader 
to the position of complete charge of 
the work on the East Coast. 


Born in August, 1846, in Philadel- 


phia, the noted devine was raised a 
Quaker, but when he was about 12 
years old his father forsook the 
Quaker religion for the Episcopalian 
belief, all of the numerous family join- 
ing the latter church at that time. In 
his earlier life he travelled around the 
world, having visited every country 
on the globe, with the exception of 
the Holy Land. He was in the, diplo- 
matic service in South America for 
many years, a civil engineer by occu- 
pation, and came to Florida in 1890 
in search of health. 
He settled at 


I!ity Point, where he had his home 
for many years, and where a fine 
orange grove had been developed un- 
der his care. 


Bishop Gray first appointed him lay 


reader in the church, and also, years 
ater, appointed him Archdeacon. 
A 


'ew years ago he resigned this post- 


ion, 
thinking his advanced age might 


hinder the work, but his wonderful 
knowledge of the East Coast work in- 
duced him to again accept a reap- 
poi'ntment to the position. 


Mr. Cresson was for several years 


rector of the New Smyrna church, 
and was well known and greatly be- 
oved In this city and vicinity. 
He 


was here recently to attend the an- 
niversary celebration of the local 
chapter of the Eastern Star and in his 
alk to the Masons and Stars that 
evening said hie hoped to live to cele- 
brate his ^Qtbfl.anpjlyersaryi .as a,Ms- 
son, which would come soon—a hope 
le did not realize. He stated at that 
ime he was going to Charleston for a 
vacation and rest before gonig to Day- 
ona to take the place of the rector 
here while Dr. McKay took a vaca- 
ion of a few weeks. After arriving 
n Charleston he entered a hospital 
and submitted 10 an operation, from 
he effects of which he did not rally. 


He is survived by a daughter in 


S'ew York and a son in California. Hi« 
ion visited him here last year. 


The loss of Archdeacon Cresson is 


me which, it is felt, will never be 
filled. Beloved by all who knew him, 
an earnest and inveterate worker in 
he Episcopal churches of the East 
Coast of Florida, a feeling of great 
oss surges over all the district, which 
ms so greatly suffered by his passing, 
but which has been bettered in many 
ways by his contact with them in the 
many years he has so faithfully serv- 
ed his church.

plant fully completed, in operation 
and delivering ice in the city in 30 
to 40 days, is the assurance given 
yesterday by W. A. Hayes of the Eas: 
Coast Milling company, who states 
that his company has completed ar- 
rangements tor the erection of such 
a plant and that construction work 
wili be started at once. 


In this connection Mr. Hayes also 


announces..that- the plant of the East 
Coast Milling company is to be en- 
larged to include a sawmill and that 
this addition is to be made at once. 
Up to this time the plant has been 


j operated only as a planing mill, dress- 


I ing and drying lumber lor the retail 
land wholesale trade. 
! 
Mr. Hayes says the mill has plenty 


of timber in sight and the addition of 
the sawmill machinery will give the 
company the advantage ot filling any 
kind of an order for lumber to be 
manufactured and delivered exactly 
according to specifications and within 
any time limit. The business of the 
company 
has 
grown 
so 
rapidly 


since it was established that it has 
been found necessary to add the saw- 
mill to fill the increasing orders. 


In establishing the sawmill 
the 


company is assured plenty of fuel and 
additional steam to be used to pro- 
duce distilled water for making ice.

'he six bridges are the New Smyrna- 
Coronado bridge, the Port Orange 
Tidge, the three wooden bridges at 
Daytona and the Onnond bridge. 


According to the opinion of a num- 


ser of lawyers Florida statutes for- 
iid the granting of franchises for toll 
bridges for a longer period than 10 
fears. All of the bridges mentioned 
lave been operating for a longer time 
han that, some of thJem for 20 years. 
t is contended that the action of a 
ormer board 
of commissioners in 


ranting an extension of 10 years to 
he private companies owning the 
bridges, is illegal and that the bridge 
ightfully 
belongs 
to 
the county. 


Although the Florida state supreme 
court has not passed on this matter, 
the supreme courts of other states 
having similar statutes have ruled 
.hat, at the expiration 
of the fran- 


chises the bridges revert to the peo- 
ple as a part of the public highways. 


The matter may be taken to the 


state supreme court in a quo warranto 
proceeding, and this will mean car- 
rying six distinct suits to the supreme 
court in efforts to take over, as soon 
as possible, all the wooden briijes 
on the east side of the county. 


It the matter is taken to the supreme 


courAt will be handled by Gardiner 
& Brass and A. G. Hamlin, attorneys 
for the county board, and the de- 
cision in the matter will have a far 
reaching effect. 
If the case of the 


people is successful it will mean that 
every toll bridge in the state will be 
effected, if they have been operated 
longer than the 10 years period. 


It is understood the board ot county 


comimssionea have' teen, .givjng- this 
matter much thought and study for 
some time, but did not plan to have 
the matter become public until the 
boar$ was ready for definite action. 


The contemptible action of Sen« 


ator Hulley in the closing days of the 
legislature has helped to arouse the 
people to a demand for their rights 
and the taxpayers of the county will 
stand behind the county board in an 
effort to do away with toll bridges on 
both sides of the county.

The late Archdeacon was perhaps 


as widely known on the East Coast 
as any man, he having resided here 
for at least 30 years, all of which 
time was devoted to the work of the 
Episcopal churches on the coast, in 
which he rose from layman reader 
to the position of complete charge of 
the work on the East Coast. 


Born in August, 1846, in Philadel- 


phia, the noted devine was raised a 
Quaker, but when he was about 12 
years old his father forsook the 
Quaker religion for the Episcopalian 
belief, all of the numerous family join- 
ing the latter church, at that time. In I 
his earlier life he travelled around the 
world, having visited every country 
on the globe, with the exception of 
the Holy Land. He was in the, diplo- 
matic service in South America for 
many years, a civil engineer by occu- 
pation, and came to Florida in 1890 
in search of health. He settled at 
City Point, where he had his home 
for many years, and where a fine 
orange grove had been developed un- 
der his care. 


Bishop Gray first appointed him lay 


reader in the church, and also, years 
later, appointed him Archdeacon. 
A 


few years ago he resigned this posi- 
tion, thinking his advanced age might 
binder the work, but his wonderful 
knowledge of the East Coast work in- 
duced him to again accept a reap- 
poi'ntment to the position. 


Mr. Cresson was for several years 


rector of the New Smyrna church, 
and was well known and greatly be- 
loved in this city and vicinity. 
He 


was here recently to attend the an- 
niversary celebration 
of the local 


chapter of the Eastern Star and in his 
talk to the Masons and Stars that 
evening said We hoped to live to cele- 
brate his 5Qth,,,anpjlyar3ary, .as a , Ms- 


son, 
which would come soon — a hope 


he did not realize. He stated at that 
time he was going to Charleston for a 
vacation and rest before gonig to Day- 
tona to take the place of the rector 
there while Dr. McKay took a vaca- 
tion ot a Eew weeks. After arriving 
in Charleston he entered a hospital 
and submitted co an operation, from 
the effects of which he did not rally. 


He is survived by a daughter in 


New York and a son in California. Hi' 
son visited him here last year. 


The loss of Archdeacon Cresson is 


one which, it is felt, will never be 
filled. Beloved by all who knew him, 
an earnest and inveterate worker in 
the Episcopal churches of the East 
Coast of Florida, a feeling of great 
loss surges over all the district, which 
has so greatly suffered by his passing. 
but which has been bettered in many 
ways by his contact with them in the 
many years he has so faithfully serv- 
ed his church.

The understanding now reached be- 
tween Mr. Beckwith and Mayor Gaddis 
is that the railroad will pay 5c per k. 


for the first 15,000 used, 4%c per 


k. w. for the next 10,000 and 3%c per 
k. w. for all over that amount and 
the 5c and 4%c rate will be paid re- 
gardless of whether the amount runs 
over 25,000 k. w. per month or not. 
The amount of current used by the 
railroad during the month of May was 
21,000 kilowatts and it will continue to 
increase as more machinery is install- 
ed and connected with the city ser- 
vice.
